Tomorrow Kansas State college 
begins its 9Srd year as a land 
grant institution. February 16, 
1863, the Kansas LeglsUtnra 
faased tbe act founding Kansas 
l|tate Agrlcttltural college In Man- 
hattan. 

Under the Morrill Land-grant 
met, signed liT Abraham Lincoln in 
18.6S and accepted by the state of 
Kansas In 1663, K-State took over 
the 100-acre farm and bnlldlng of 
Bluemont Central college.

SC Revives 1796-Type Pdicy K-Statm Would Be i 



KANSAS CTATC COllKMAN 
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The Student Council came up with a primary -election proposal Mon- 
day night that, if accepted, could make election of Council members 
more democratic than some past elections have proved to be. 

Then, to keep everyone confused, the Council proposed a policy for the 
election of student body president that is similar to one that tailed la tbe 
daya of President John Adams. 

The Council proposed a primary election each spring to choose can- 
didates for Student Council, Board of Student Publications, and st^ideiit 
body president. If this primary Is set up eUicienUy, it could do swigr wMi 
favoritism of past years. 

In past years, the following situation sometimes developed : 
Six Student Council positions are open from a cchool; two candidates 
are allowed for each position, or a total of 12 ; however. 17 persons run 
for the positions. What happens? The school's council cuts five ferMM 
ofl the list, and politics enters Into tbe council's decision. 
A primary election could do away with this unheattby situaMon. 

But it's Imrd to see the point of another constltutloiial revliim fvo- 

^sed by the Council. According to this revision, the runnerup In the 
election for student body president would become vice-president of the 
Student body and chairman of the Student Council. 

Such a situation reminds us of the U. S. Presidential election of 1796. 
Jolin Adams became I'resident on the Federalist ticket, and Thomas Jef- 
ferson became Vice-President ^on the Republican ticket. That situation 
didn't do much for harmony tn goremmmt. 

If there are any actual differences In the platforms of the local poUtkml 
parties, the proposed setup hardly could ]i>e called a wise more. It would 

have nnf savinjx point, however. If two persons were eager to be student 
president, this proposed system would salve the pride of the loser.*— 
Darrel Miller.

met a Colorado football player 
and his wife. The wife, who prob- 
ably weighed around 110 pounds, 
was having no trouble. But she 
was worried about her husband, 
who was completely fagged out. 

"The altitude was just too much, 
even though he vaa In top physi- 
cal shape. Finally, with the help 
of bis wife, he was able to make 
it past a dangerous spot. Had 
thoy k)st control, it would have 
meant n 1,000-foot drop." 

Woolf" s picture-taking liobby 
often determine the places he 
cUmbB. Be climbed Mount 
Washington to get pictures of 
mountain sheep. He has pictures 
of mtmf ntninlii, liicii^InK 
bears, moose, elk, antelope, 
deer, clii|iiniinks, and small rock 
rabbits. 

"My greatest scare came when 
I was caught In a rock slide," 
Woolf said. "I had decided to 
take a shortcut across a ridge, 
instead ot going down into a val- 
ley and up again to get to the 
. 4Rt^* I knew the place had slides 
'^ite often, but didn't think it 
looked dangerons, so I decided to 
try it. 

"i was about half way across 
when a few sniaU rocks started 
attrrioK. I decided to h4dd fast, 
as the flirt wa<t soft enonf^ 
under a rofk to get a firm grip 
with one hand. 
"I was able to reach a fairly 
large rock that was securely 
planted In the ground, and fas- 
tened my grip to it. That was all 
It took — the rooks begmn stream- 
lag past Fthalljr It was over, and 



I made my way on across the 
•Ude." 

Since mountain climbing can be 
eztjramely dangeroas, beginners 
must take precautions, Woolf 

said. "I usually take a horse 
along for the first 4 or 5 days. 
My companion and I than eonld 
take tiirnR riding untU w« ad- 
justed to the altitude." 

It Isn't wise for aayone to leave 
the trail, Woolf said. It's an al- 
most sure way to get lost, or end 
I up on a longer -nMta, or git hurt, 
he said.

Human Nature Is Strai^e 

HinirA5 NA'li'llK is strange, to say the least. 

Sonio persons, because of a false sense of justice, would sacrifice the 
good of many persons for what they consider to be the best Interests of 
an individual. 

Such persons believe that the best way to cure a social ill is to hush 
up any news about that particular ill, thinking that it will die out. What 
tliey forget in that rumors often are worse than the truth. They also 
forget that, many times, the only effective control is to print the em- 
barrassing truth. 

Ul'T K>Oi:(JlI of abstractions. Well get down to a hypothetical case, 
which sliould more clearly illustrate our point. 

Consider the wrong tiiat could be done to a fraternity pledge during 
the overzealous hazing that sometimes occurs. For instance, a pledge 
mlgbt be taken Into the country and made to walk back to town, without 
sttlficteiit dotbing. in Um dMd oC winter. We know most fraterntUee 
don't do this, but some hxwm done it. In nd^tltfa. It SMkes an under- 
ttandable example. 

The pledge could coiDO down with pneumonia In such a situation. He 
might possibly die. 

But, Jf be didn't all hands probably would combine to husb tbe 
.matter, even though the pledge's health had been endangered. 

IF THE FLEUUJ:; wanted to stay in the fraternity, he'd refuse to talk; 
hit parents, thougb shCNSked by such treatment, woi)ldn't talk for tear of 
horUng hto soelal stat^; the doolor wmMat talk wltboat his patient's 
permiasion; and the fraternity would be atixlouft to keep tbe story quiet. 

In the meantime, rumors probably would have the pledge afflicted 
with every manner of injury, or on his deathbed, or already dead. That 
fraternity might be afraid to try this type of hazing agai^ but Otber 
houses probably would do it from time to time. 

HOl'IAIi ILIjS such afi tlic one outlined above have been covered up too 
often. Many rapists are at large today because women sometimes are 
ashamed to admit that they Ve been attacked. 

We think the only effective way of stopping such things is to print the 
truth, and show others that they can't get away with it.

"COOKING FAILURES are Just a part 
Of living in one of the home management 
honaes," Janet Wilson, director of home 
aiianag^ent, said. 

"HowoTer." she bitteM to add, "evon 
the most experienced homemaker expects 
a certain number of culinary failures." 

Miaa Wilson went on to say that "being 
eonfrontad with three meals a day" is 
vnlte a big step tor the hovlee cook who 
lii "probably s«T«r propared ffven one 
>^rtle meal." 

Cooking Is not the only housekeeping 
art that the girls are expected to master. 
They rotate to the portions of honte man- 
ager, housekeeper, and asiristant house- 
keeper sometime during their stay. 

IN ADDITION, each group must do 
something to improve the house. Making 
draperies or re-decoritlng a room are ex- 
amples of what some groups have done. 

The 9>week period of home-management 
living l9 divided so that each of the pros- 
pective homentafcers lives In two of the 
three houses. Since the three are organized 
on three different budget levels — low, 
moderate* and hltfh — the girls mast allot 
their funds accordingly.

has "never had a girl exceed her allow* 
ance," although it takes a lot of planning 
to stay "within the atloted figure." 

The secret In budget balancing seems 
to be In *'wat4^1ns grocery advertisements 
for the best buys and then In preparing 
many casseroles and low-eost OMat 
dishes," she added. 

NOT ONLY MUST ea«h eook keep her 
fellow housekeepers well-fed, she must 
budget funds so well that there fai money 
left over for entertalnlnc Five kbida of 
social functions are "required" for the 9* 
week period, in which a "variety of par- 
ties and guests are planned for," Miss 
Wilson said. 

To mako sure that all tb« mtals are 
halaaeed, each house is presided over by 
an adviser. TheRe advisers not only ("heck 
menus, but also see that each oook pre- 
pares her standard requirement of "quick 
bread, yeast broad, 'cakee, pies, and 
cookies." 

When asked if packaged cake and 
cookie mixes were allowed, Miss Wilson 
quickly replied, "Any time-saving tricks 
are to the good, since the girls are urged 
to try as many things as they can." .

Will Ease Housit^ Pinch

One hundred ninety-two new apart- 
ments, Mtentlott of Hilltop courts, plus 
a new building program at Ft. Riley 
indicate that the married housing situa- 
tion at K-State wUl be adequate in future 
years. 

The Ft. Riley apwtment-expansion pro- 
gram calls for 126 units to be completed 
nsart year. An additional 750 units are 
expected to be built at the Fort over a 
15 to 20 year period. This will shift more 
nnttory persmnM to tte Fort and pro- 
vide additional apartmento In Manhat- 
tan tor married students. 

For a tew years BlUott courts will still 
be available for bousing. When the new 
men's dormitories are built, probably in 
1969, BlUott courts will be tmrn down.

Edgar, a 67-year-old Tacoma, Wash., at- 
torney, predicted last week that "Iks" 
Would ran for re^leeUon. 

It was the first public statement by 
anyone close to the President on whether 
or not Mr.-^ Btaenhower' would seek f 
election. 

"Knowing (we) Eisenhowers and 
knowing something of the way his mind 
works, I believe he hasn't finished his 
Job. and until he does finish that job' 
he'll stay ou as long as he can," EJdgar 
said. 

The PreHident'a brother listed three 
factors which favored JAr. Blsenhower's 
running for another term. 

"Considerinp: that tbe family is not 
against It, the Doctor's clean bill of 
health, present world conditions, and all 
factors lavolTed. I thtak he wiH rttn/' lie 
said. 

, This statoment by the^esldent's bro- 
ther has laid to rest much speoulatton 
among political observers and those close 
to the President that either his health 
«r the attftude of his fasilly might deter 
the President from seeklac s second term.

Tbst the hatctiet and cherry 
tre« mjrtb was ab add«d starter In 
a book. It was publlslied In 1800 
— the flfHt biography Of Wasb* 
ington — by "Parson" Weems , 
(Mason Loeka Waems), who had 
known our first leader In child- 
hood. He dragged in the cherry 
tree thing by tb« llMls tai bit 
mth edition. 

AT THK TIME, tlie "Parson" 
said that the yarn had been told 
to him 20 years before by a huR- 
ging cousin of the Qeneral, 
Weems quoted; 

" 'I can't tell a lie. Pa; you 
kno# I can't tell a H«. I did It 
with my hatchet'." 

Whereupon George's father. 
Augustine, Is supposad to hav* 
replied: 

" 'Run to my arms, you dearest 
boy. Run to my arms; glad am 
I, George, that you killed my 
tree, for yon hare paid me a 
thousandfold. Such an act of 
heroism In my son is worth more 
than a thousand trees, though 
blossomed with allTer, and their 
fruits of puraat gold*." 

I HAD FOROOTTEN that tbe 
striking alx-foot, twb-lnch eoldler 
who weighed 200 pounds was 
"big of foot." He wore a sise IS 
shoe. Also that he actually was 
born on February 11, 1832, and 
not on Febi'uaiy 22. History re- 
minds us that It happened this 
way. Proof of the aotnal date 
was found in an old family Bible 
where the tlrat President's blrtb

an calendar adopted. As a result 
11 daya were added, and that is 
why now we observe the birth 
anniversary on February 22.

Living specimens, however, are far out- 
nvmbered by stuffed ones. Size of the 
stuffed animals van Res all the way from 
a huge, ferocious-looking cougar, to a tiny 
l^hliniiiiiik.

Not only d.. the stuffed animals oftupy 
a large percentage of the cases, but their 
heads decorate the walls as irell. A mam- 
moth water huffalo head is outshone tn 
»<izF only by the lon^-tusked head of a 
walrus. 

* Though fish of every type and descrip- 
tion run the gamut from dflicate tropic;il 
varieties through trout aud catfish, the 
most striking is a 3-foot pike «ihlhltlng a 
mouthful of tiny teeth.

been mounted, Ameel said that the best 
way of "preserving tbelr color" is to make 
pla8terH>t-p«ri8 models and then paint in 
the colors.

This amemblage of animal specimens, 
skulls, eggs, relies and mineritls been 
gathered for the museum from so many 
diffei^nt sources, and fttr >o long a ttnie 
that Ameol said "many date from well 
back beyond my time."

Not only did Ki>4asie N€*rve 
the {'am pus ms « ctifptoria but, 
la the baeeinent, the prlntinK 
Vnmmm and stock were kept. 
ConHidmibl*- <lMinng4* was iltni« 
to UiiM i>qiiipment as a reHult of 
lealcase fron mhowm. Tbin 
l«m WHS Molvi'd when 
proof floor wan laid. 

They have always tried to abide 

by national poIIffPH of food con- 
servation. During World War I.

One of the big jobs is prepar- 
ing for enrollment. Harlan Hale, 
IBM super visor, said the prepara- 
tion is begun about eight mouths 
before the semester begins. 

First, the list of classes to be 
offered in each department in the 
college and the limit of students 
to be in each class is compiled 
and sent to tbe IBM room. The 
line sc'Jiednle is tlicii itinde out. 

A master card is made out for 
each class and class cards are run 
off. Reserve cards are made in 
excess of the limited number of 
students to be in eaci) class.

Hale said that approximately

3,000 master cards and 150,000 

class cards are run off. Of these 
class cards, the Biudents only use 
about 66,000. 

After enrollment the cinds 
come Ijack from NlchuLs gym to 
the IBM room, A master card 
with the student's name is placed 
with the class cards lie pulled. 
The ciirds ;ne I'uii tbroufiti a ma- 
chine which punches the stu- 
dent's name on each of his class 
cards. 

A duplicate set of cards

"An ordinary hydrogen blast 
will completely destroy an area 
10 to 15 miles in diameter." 
Brunswold explained. "The next 
100 miles sttrronndtng thto area 
will get about SO per oent in- 
jury." 

"A single aircraft can now ac- 
complish missions that once took 
many troops," he said. "A com- 
bined notion between the armed 
forces Is necessary In order to 
carry out successful military 
plenatng.*' he addtd.

Union Board Steps to Fore 



THE UNION Governing board, 
eirer mindful of t&« 1»est interests 
of K-3taters,^oe again lias step- 
pvOL to tlie fore. 

This time the Board has safe- 
guarded that noble American tra- 
dition — separation of church and 
state. (We guess this is so, al- 
though Danforth chapel is used for 
such tilings, and It's on campus.) 

It is necessaiy to go tack a few 
weeks to trace this action to its 
fulfillment. 

THK IiKLl<a*irS Coordinating 
council objected to the original 
Union policy that said religious 
groups could use the Union for 
"either business or social meet- 
ings." The policy stated that sec- 
tarian activities should be in other 
facilities atich as Danforth chapel. 

The RCC said the chapel is not 
a suitable meeting place for most 
Of Its meetings. The BGC said 
only t of 14 rellgkms groups have 
fheUitles for sn^ aisetliigs. 

DISCUSSION between Dean of 
Students Herbert Wunderlich and 
RCC chairman Gordon Grosh led 
Wunderlich to propose that dis- 
cussion meetings be allowed in the 
Union. This policy further said 
that r**WQviaiip servtcea. prayer 
meetings, and leetm or sermon- 
type study groups which may 
suitably utilize the College chapel 
should not be held in the Union. 

The policy was approved by Un- 




ion dhrector Loren Kottner, and 
by the RPC. Then the Union 
Board met. 

THE MEHBESS asked what was 
the' purpose of having a policy 
board if tliat board weren't to set 

Union policy. 

Then the Board came to an 
amazing decision. It decided that 
religious groups could use the Un- 
ion for business and social meet- 
ings, and for discussion— provided 
that the ^scusrion wer^ non-see- 
tarlan. 

If a religious group not holding 
a social or business meeting de- 
cided to discuss something, what 
would it discuss? The weather? 
The price of wheat In Siberia? 
We'd guess, offhand, that religious 
groups . w-oold meet to disousB re- 
ligion. 

SO, IF ONLY 6 of 14 religious 

groups had facilities for meetings 
before, then only 6 of 14 have fa- 
cilities now. They gained nothing 
from the Union for their primary 
meetings. 

But, at least, the Union Board 
now has something to do. Its 
m e mber s can listen at k^heles 
during religious-group meetings, 
to Insure that those groups don't 
stray from their non-sectarian dis- 
cussions and sinfully start talking 
about religious beliefs. — Darrel 
MUler.
